(3) Tho condition of tho recog- 
nizance had been fulfilled by the appear- 
ance .and surrender of tho prisoner, the 
Kondsmen never having consente'd to' ex-, 
tend their liability. 

The Court granted tho rule nisi iinnn 
all tho grounds taken, roturnableon W cd- 
nosday tho 15th Soptembor. 

lllcforo Mr. Justice Crease.] 
Rogina I'i). Halliday— Mr, Ale.\-. K. H. 
Davie, for tho prisoner, showed cause 
.against the application of the Crown to 
change tho place of trial from Clinton to 
Now Westminstor. The aflklavits tiled 
on behalf of the Crown wore thos« of Mr. 
Todd, the superintendent^ of, police, Uriah 
Nelson, and A. L. Smith, Government 
agent atLillooet. These depositions wont 
to show that in the district of Lilloiwt 
(which includes Clinton) there v. ,\s a gen- 
eral expression of opinion amongst tiio 
people either in favor of or against the 
accused. That some of tho inhabitants 
had^said thatino amount of ovidencelcpuld 
induce them in bolieVo in the' prisoner's 
guilt, while others had expressed a con- 
trary opinion, and that this state of ,if- 
fairs wasgoneral. Furthormoro, that a 
triBl;Jiad:.aIready been liad, resulting in a 
disagreement. ' Agtiiiist these deposi- 
tions counter aflidavits had boon filed 
on tlio part of the prisoner shewing 
that tho numerous witnesses both 
for the prosecution and defence resid- 
ed within the district of Lillooct. 
Tiiat the inhabitants of that district were 
well acquainted -nitli the accused and 
with tho white and Indian witnesses on 
both sides with their character and habits 
and in particular that many of the in- 
habitants were versed in the native 
languacre peculiar to tho Anderson Lake 
and Femberton Meadow Indiana, many of 
whom wore chief witnesses for tho Crown. 
That the accused had nine wilinosses and 
was unable to defray the expense of their 
attendance at New Westminster. 

Mr. Davio strenuously urged that the 
coiniuon law right of tlie accused was to 
be tried in tho vicinage of the alleged 
crime and cited Harris on Criminal Law 
and Cooley's constitutional limitations as 
I authorities, showing th(it the prisoner was 
entitled to that ri^t for throo reasons: 
First — That ho might have the benefit of 
I the opinion of the juiy us to his good 
I character if this ho had preserved. 2nd. 
; That tho accused should have the benefit 
j of the jury's kno-ivledge of the cliaractor 
! of the witnesses, of the Indian language 
j and of the geography of the country, 
i 3rd. That tho accusetl conld procure with 
} more certainty and with little expense 
the attendance of his own witnesses. 
Counsel further urged that a fair and im- 
I partial triiil could bo had at Clinton. 
I That the numbor of regi.'itored voters w as 
i 188 from which without doubt a good 
jury could be obtained and that the pris- 
oner would be most higlil}' prejudiced if 
the ivnui: were changed, 

]\Ir. Harrison replied that opinion in 
Lillooct district was so decidedly divid- 
ed that there was no hope of a 
verdict of either guilt or acquittal nt 
Clinton. That, therefore, it was for the 
interest both of the prosecution and de- 
that the tri.-il should bo removed to New 
Westminster where, without question, a 
fair trial could be had. Tho statute law 
contemplated the necessity in some cases 
of a change of venue and this Vf&a pre- 
eminently one of them. 

Mr. Justice Crease ooi'cluded to make 
the order for change of civte. upon the 
condition that the Crown a»\ould pay the 
expenses of the, defomlant's . witnesses to 
New Westminster and back" *t'o Clinton 
and tendering those expenses to the wi* 
nosacs in the first inataiico and in tii" ior 
the trial at Now Westminster.

this view to tradition dating from St 
John, and supports it by an umwarran- 
ted inference from tho loose conjecture 
of the Jews when, surprised at the 
claim of'JesuB to have existed before 
Abraham was born, they asked Him: 
"Thou art not yet 60 years old, and 
hast thou seen Abralianil" A similar 
inference from another passage where 
the Jews speak of the "46 years" 
since tho temple of Herod began to be 
constructed, whilo Christ spoke of tho 
temple, his body, (John ii. : 20,) is, of 
course s^ill, less cpnojusiye. — Prefbi/t-e- 
rian Review.
